Mostly fair weather and_high tem- 
peratures, possibly higher than the 
maximum of 88 reached in Chicago 
yesterday, will prevail today, accord- 
ing to the weather bureau.

1928, met and exchanged amenities 
today over a lumcheon table in an Adi- 
rondack camp. 

It was the occasion of the official 
welcome to the Adirondacks extended 
to the President and Mrs. Coolidge by 
Gov. Al Smith of New York. 

The governor, accompanied by Mrs. 
Smith and their daughters and one of 
their sons, Alfred Jr., reached Paul 
Smiths hotel this forenoon. Shortly 
before 1 o’clock Capt. Wilson Brown 
Jr., the President’s naval aid,’ ap- 
peared in a White House limousine 
and conducted the governor and Mrs. 
Smith to White Pine camp, three 
miles distant. 


Given Official Reception ! 

At the camp tenanted by the Presi- 
dent and Mrs. Coolidge the governor 
and his wife were received with of- 
ficial ceremony. The governor’s sa- 
lute was fired and the marines guard- 
ing the President were drawn up at 
present arms before the reception 
cabin. Mr. and Mrs. Coolidge remained 
within and the governor and Mrs. 
Smith, entering the palatial cabin, 
were formally presented by Capt. 
Brown. Thereupon the governor ex- 
tended to the distinguished visitors 
the state’s official hospitality and the 
President made a brief reply of ap- 
preciation. Just what was said was 
not given out, though, according to 
Hosea Bigelow Jr., the exchange of 
pleasantries ran something like this: 

Said Gov. Al to President Cal: 
“Glad to have you come; just make 
yourselves to home.” 


“Hope that you'll feet tree to use the 
White House key.” 

Said Gov. Al to President Cal: “The 
pleasure will be mine on March 4, 
twenty-nine.” 

; Smiths On ly Guests | 

Luncheon followed, the governor 
and Mrs. Smith being the only guests. 

Friday is fish day in the Smith fam- 
ily, but it would have been a fish 
luncheon, anyway, for the President 
had made a fine catch of pike and 
trout yesterday and this morning. 

So these two men lunched and 
talked—the jovial, hail fellow from 
the sidewalks of New York, the re- 
served country-bred New England 
Yankee; the self-made man of little 
schooling, the college-bred man nur- 
‘tured in the New England tradition 
of the aristocracy of brains; the man 
who was crying fish for sale at Fulton 
market when the other was silently 
pitching hay on a Vermont farm. 


After the luncheon the Coolidges 
took the Smiths for a cruise around 
Osgood lake in an electric launch. 
Back at the cabin the President and 
Mrs. Coolidge received the other mem- 
bers of the governor’s party who had 
motored over for that honor. The 


governor’s son, Arthur, whom he had 
met when Vice President, and in- 
quired after him. 

“We spent an extremely agreeable 
two hours at White Pine camp,” said 
Gov. Smith on his return to the ho- 
tel. “ We lunched with the President 
and Mrs. Coolidge, and had some trout 
the President caught himself. 

“The President and Mrs. Coolidge 
are very delightful.” 

“What did you talk about?” he was 
asked. | 

“Well, we talked about fishing,” 
chuckled the governor. “When we 
were riding around the lake in the 
launch the President showed us the 
place he catches them.”

EDITOR 
POLICE BAFFLED 


Comb Underworld 
for Slaying Clews. 


Canton, O., July 16.—(4)—The assas- 
sins of Don R. Mellett, 36, editor, cru- 
sader, are still unknown tonight and a 
blank wall confronts all those who 
seek them. 

Universally it is believed that Mel- 
‘Jett, publisher of the “Canton News, 
shot down at his garage shortly after 
midnight this morning, died as the re- 
sult of his editorial campaign against 
alleged conditions of crime and corrup 
tion in Canton.~The murder, it is prac- 
tically conceded, was committed’ by 
some of the underworld fraternity or 
its hirelings. 

Meanwhile federal, state, county, and 
city agencies havé stirre” themselves 
in behalf of justice and the unraveling 
of the mystery.

Roscoe Pound, dean of Harvard Law

1, Let the judiciary make the rules 
of the courts and take this power from 
the legislatures. 

2, Let judiciary councils, taken rome 
within the bench and the bar, serve in 
an advisory capacity. 

“T assume,” said Dean Pound, “that 
sooner or later we shall give up the 
exotic idea of a code of civil procedure, 
or a practice-act in its image. I as- 
sume we shall revert to the common 

inaw system of regulating procedure by 
rules of court instead of committing 
its details to legislation, after the Ro- 
manized model unhappily adopted in 
New York in 1847.

_ line territory the revenues of certain 
important carriers have not yielded 
| 5.75 per cent, conditions in those sec- 
 eeiee as well as in the western dis- 
trict as a whole, have recently shown 
la tendency to improve. 
While the. commission finds that 
there are many inequalities in the rate 
i structures existing in portions of the;~ 
western district which should be cor- 
rected, it declared it is the duty ef 
the carriers to take the necessary steps 
to correct them and that the record 


before it woulda not enable the com- 
mission to do so ‘to any considerable 
exten 


to Be Held Open. 

The record in the case will be held 
open for further consideration in con- 
nection with the commission’s general 
rate structure investigation under the 
Hoch-Smith resolution, but it was held 
that the present record “affords no 
adequate basis on which to make re- 
ductions or increases.”’ 

As té the rates on ‘agricultural prod- 
ucts the commission said, however, 
that “the record warrants us in Ccon- 
cluding that in proposing changes in 
existing rate structures, either for the 
purpose of improving earnings or car- 
riers in western trunk line territory 
or for the purpose of rectifying in- 
equalities in existing rate structures, 


the rates on products of agriculture, 
including live stock, except where par- 
ticular rates on such products may 
need adjustment to remove inconsis- 
tencies or where it can be shown that 
the product in question is not affected 
by depression.” 

On the other hand, the report found 
that the earnings of the western 
roads as a whole “ have not been such 
as to warrant, on the record as it 
stands, any downward revision of rates 
on products of agriculture or of. other 
industries subject to depression.”

LONDON, July 15.—British shipping 
and brewing circles, it is reportei, 
alarmed over the conferences now go- 


ing on in London between Lincoln C.

SPEED TRAPPERS 


SEA MARRIAGES 
BY U.S.CAPTAINS 
ARE VOID, RULING 


Many Noted 
Are Affected. 


[Chieage Tribune Press Service.) 

Washington, D. C., July 16.—{Spe 
cial|}—Marriages performed on the 
high seas by masters of merchant ves- 
vels flying the American flag are null 
and void, according to a ruling hand- 


ed down to the shipping board today 


by its general counsel, Chauncey G. 
Parker. There ts no provision of Unit- 
ed States law which gives masters of 
merchant vessels authority to perform 

The question was referred to Mr. 
Parker as the result of a conmimunica- 
tion from the department of state, 
inclosing a written opinion of one of 
the department’s representatives 
abroad that a marriage performed by 


| the master of an American vessel was 


invalid. The state department asked 
the shipping board to investigate and 
have the practice of masters perform- 
ing ceremonies discontinued. * 

Other Nations Give Authority. 


British law specifically grants to the 
masters of Britain’s vessels authority 
to perform the marriagé ceremony 
while on the high seas. A similar au- 
thorization is. provided in Spanish 
statutes for the masters of Spanish 
vessels, but American law provides 
no such authority, Mr. Parker found. 

“No opinion ts expressed, however, 
on thée:valfdity of the marriages which 
have been performed by such mas 
ters,” Mr. Parker’s opinion read. 
“These may be valid as common law 
marriages under the ws of the states 
ve which the vessels were documented 

at the time. The fact that the master 
performed the ceremony would not 
give it any greater validity than if it 
had been performed by any ordinary 
passenger.” 

Noted Couples Affected. 

It was pointed out at the shipping 
board that the laws of the state of 
New York, under which the passenger 
vessels of the shipping board fleet are 
documented, do not recognize the com- 
mon law marriage. 

‘ Numerous marriages have been per- 
formed in the past by masters of these 
ships and others flying the American 
flag. Included in these are the mar- 
riages of a number of notable persons. 
Within recent months Nora Bayes, 
noted musical comedy star, was mar- 
ried aboard the Leviathan by its cap- 
tain, Herbert Hartley, who also per- 
formed the marriage ceremony for 
Bud Fisher, originator of one of the

RESPONSIBILITY. 


The report of the American Bar association Com 
mittee on citizenship is a striking arraignment of 


‘ American tendency in our day. It does not offer 


any novel judgment, for the intellectual air has 
been full of similar criticisms contributed by public 
men with increasing frequency. If the drift 


* ‘toward centralization And bureaucracy and away 


from. representative government, local autonomy 
and individual Jiberty has not been checked, it is- 
not through want of the warnings of gray beards. 
Certainly Tue Tripune in and out of season has 
preached against it, but we are quite aware that 
to arrest a movement so broad and viewed, as most 
men view it, in detail so often plausibly is a Jong 

Yet perhaps it is nearer success than wé dare 
to think We should like to believe that the very 
sound and brilliant summary. conveyed by this 
committee to their applauding brothers of the bar 
means that the awakening of American political 


and social intelligence is pretty general among the 
_ gradé of citizens which counts most in the direc: 


tion of our course. But in any case it is most en- 
couraging to find that a profession which has more 


. te do than any other class, year by year, with the 


character of our legislation is beginning to rébel. 
Lawyers, we venture to say, are not only more 
numerous in our legislatures fhan any other call- 
ing, but are much more influential than thelr 
numerical proportion alone would justify, They 
are the heads of more important committees and 


they are usually the presiding officers, and in poll- 


ties generally they préponderate in leadership. 
‘This being the case they have a special responsibil- 


- ity for keeping our legislation in right channels, 


but they have also as a class and profession a 


~ pesponsibility for directing and correcting public 


opinion. 

We have no disposition to indict a profession, 
but we do think the lawyers of America have not. 
done their full duty of public instruction and pro 
test against the tendencies summarized in the re- 
port referred to. We are not thinking so much of 
the tendency to centralization and bureaucratic 
regulation, for that involves a genera! policy upon 
which the layman's judgment ought to be as sound 
and perhaps as alert as the lawyer’s. But when 
the fundamental character of our constitutional 
system is invaded, and in order to make the inva- 
sion effectual there springs up a harvest of laws, 


regulations, and administrative activities which | 
. makes a mockery of constitutional guaranties, it is} 


the American lawyers who should have risen én 
masse to defend American principles, to clarify the 
confused public mind, to point out the meaning and 
predict the unescapable consequences of such de- 
partures from American doctrine and well ptoved 
practice. 
All this movement which has proceeded under 
the guise of reform and in the odor of sanctity has

begun the degradation of our constitution from a 
fundamental and enduring expression of genera) 
political principle to a catchall of legislative im- 
pulse and ephemeral politica] expediency. It has 
begun to break down the guaranties of private lib 
erty which past generations of American freemen 
have cherished as their most precious birthright.

| 1. Should the dog be killeq as a fu- 

ture safeguard after biting a person? 

2. Is there danger of Aycropnovia from 

a dog bite at this time of the year? 


REPLY. 

1. There is no danger unless the dog 
had hydrophobia, If tte dog should be 
infected with hydrophobia at some time 
im the future that fact would in nowise 
endanger your child. > 

2. Yes. Hydrophobia occurs at all sea- 
soms of the year. There is very little 
difference in its prevalence at the dif- 
ferent seasons. Within a month we will 
be in the midst of the dog days. How- 
ever, statistics show that hydrophobia 
is not especially prevalent at that time, 
| in spite of the common opinion to the 
contrary. . 


| These answers may get your questions - 


out of the way, but they leave untouched 
the very important matter of what to 
do in the case of- dog bite. 

As a rule dogs*have reasonably clean 
mouths. Big game hunters say that 
the mouths of lions, tigers, and leop- 
ards are generally infective. Bites from 
these anirnals must be savagely cauter- 
ized else blood poisoning results. It is 
customary to cauterize a dog bite, clean 
around it well, and then treat it as an 
ordinary wound. If the dog is not-mad 
nothing else need be done, It is un- 
safe to assume that the dog is not mad. 
There should be proof.

for living necessities, he is called a 
grumbler and a pessimist. : 

The farmer of today should not be a 
thinking man, He should not spend any 
time trying to reason out why, when he 


sells his wool for 36 cents a pound, he 


should have to pay dollars to get a pound 
of that commodity back again in cloth- 
ing for his family. % 

The farmer should not meditate why 
any one of the different articles which 
he produces, and that are disposed of be- 


should have their cost increased several 
hundred per cent when returned to him 
as food and clothing for his family. He 
should not investigate why the mechanic, 
the mason, the plumber, tiie painter or 
carpenter should want as much for one 
day’s work as the interest on one and 


one-half acres of the richest soil this 


country contains plus the taxes. 
The farther should never consider why, 
when artisans and all forms of industry 


his should be a day of fifteen hours

Ambrose com- 
pany, 616 West 3ist street, makers of 
bitters, and the Duffy Chemical com- 
pany, 111 Austin avenue, manufac- 
turers of patent medicines. 

The court ordered issuance of per- 
mits which will allow the Ambrose 
company to withdraw 600 gallons of 
wine every three months. A similar 
order Was made requiring the issu- 
ance of @ permit for 100 gallons of 


company every quarter. The Ambrose 
concern was required to furnish a 
bond of $3,000 and the Duffy organiza- 
tion one of $5,000.

of Germany. His tragedy was that he 
missed the moment when the wind’s di- 
rection changed. 

The gareement among the Hungarian 
flour mills was not renewed last sum-’ 
mér. Had he realized the portent of 
this he might have saved himself. Cut- 
throat competition among the mills be- 
gan, and M. Bacher thought he was 
able to play the game better than the 
others. When his financial trouble. 


began he failed to haul down the sail, 


immediatsiy. Only* radical cuts in the 
cost of operations might have saved 
his mills. 


Turns to Wheat Gambling. 


Like Herr Stinnes, he started econ- 
omies/ too late and slowly. He had huge | 
stores on hand on which he was un- 
able to realize. The delays in commek: | 
cial treaties with Hungary's neighbors | 
algo worked against him. All his cont 
petitors and enemies united in an or- 
ganized campaign for his destruction. 
He began desperate gambling in Chi- 
cago to find money to finance himself. 

Just before Christmas the crash of 
his company began. Within three days 
the Bacher shares dropped from 27° 
to 120, and a few days later to 50. 
Then the state intervened and offered 
$14,000,000 for the mills. From other 
quarters the e amount was offered. 

M. Bacher founded a salvaging cor- 
poration,. called Molinum, which was 
to absorb all the earnings of the Vic. 
toria mills, He then credited consider- 
able receipts to the account of the Vic 
toria mills instead of Molinum.”’ His 
British creditors discovered this and 
called-it to the government's atten. 
tion. As M, Bacher was a Liberal in 
politics, the reactionaries induced the 
government to issue a warrant for his 
arrest. 

Creditors Ask His Release. 

With M. Bacher in prison, it soon 
became apparent that his company 
faced complete collapse. His creditors 
themselves suggested M. Bacher's dis 
charge. This was done yesterday under 
the official pretext that his stay in 
prison had endangered his broken 
health.

fourth teaspoon allspice, one cup and 
one-half flour. 

Sift dry ingredients, and so forth. 
Some of the modern directions tell 
us to pour the boiling water on the 
spices. In doing that there is always 
a chance of developing an undesirable 
quality. 

The old recipe called for an absurd 
amount of baking soda, and no baking 
powder, while some of the modern 
recipes of this type call for what some / 
consider at least twice too much baking 
powder. 

The only direction about the amount 
of flour to use was “do not make very | 
thick,”” and we made it quite thin, as 
such things can be made when baked 
in thin sheets, to be cut in acceptable 
squares. Bake for about, or just, 
thirty-five minutes at 350 degrees. This 
is not hot enough to burn it in the 
slightest, and so more than half ruin 
it, and it is long enough to bake a 
thin sheet in a pan 11x7 inches.
